Red River—Its Early Navigation. 
From the Cincinnati C »mmercial. 


As early as 1719 Bernard de la Harp received 
a grant from the French.Government and es- 
tablished a colony on Red River, near the 
resent site of Natchitoches. The French 
ept up communication with this city until 
France relinquished the whole territory of 
Louisiana to the Spaniards in 1764. The. Nat - 
chitoches country at this time contained a 
——- of 811 people, white and black. 
he Spaniards held possession until 1805,when 
the French again took ssession and sold 
the territory to the Uni States Governmentt 
in 1804. During all these vears trade was kept 
up with the Natchitochcs colony via Red River. 
In 1806 the Spaniards were assuming a hostile 
attitude. Gen. Wilkinson, of the United States 
Army, concentrated a large force 
of troops at kort Adams, and with 
a fleet of pine gunboats and gbarges ascended 
Red River to Natchitoches, and compelled the 
Spaniards to evacuate the country and fall 
back into Mexican territory. The Red River 
country soon after began to fill up rapidly with 
American emigrants, who kept up communi- 
cation with this city by means of barges. This 
continued until 1815, when the first steamboat 
—the Enterprise—made two trips to the falls. 
In 1817 steamboats commenced making trips to 
Natchitoches. This place for many years con- 
tinued to be the head oi navigation, as the 
foot of the great raft was only a snort distance 
above this place. Between the years 1832 and 
1838 this raft was removed and * mary open- 
ed the whole length of the river. ne time of 
the first forming of this raft is beyond the mem- 
ory of man, nor is there any evidence on record 
in regard to it, but judging from the 
fact that it was 170 miles in 
length, it must have taken over a hundred 
yearstoformit. As it foil med, the raft forced 
the water from the main channel and formed 
lakes covering large areas of land, some times 
fitty miles square in suriace. It was not till 
1848 that the head waters of this river were ex- 
plored by Capt. Marcy, of the United States 
Army, who found that the source of tne river 
began in the Llano Estacado or great plains of 
New Mexico. The length of the river from 
source to mouth is 1,500 miles. The upper 
ortion for about 700 miles is about half a mile 
n width. At flood times it is a grand-looking 
stream, but when the waters subside there is 
but little of the river left, which is caused 
from the fact that,springing from the plains as 
it does, whereitis hot and dry nearly two- 
thirds of the year, the supply is limited, and 
further that there are few if anv tributaries 
emptying into it worthy of mention.

No stationary awning shall hereafter 
be erected or re-erected in this city within the 
districts bounded north by the north line of 
Washington avenue, south by the south line of 
Walnut street, east by the riverand west by the 
west Ime of Seventeenth street, and all sta- 
tionary awnings now in existence within the 
foregoing described district shall be removed 
by the owners thereof within three years after 
June twenty-eighth,eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty -eight. Any person erecting or re-erect- 
ing a stationary awning in said district, or 
permitting a stationary awning now in exist- 
ence in said districtto remain standing after 
the lapse of three years after June twenty- 
eighth, eighteen hundred and seventy-eight, 
suall be ceemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof be fined not less 
than five dollars for eaen and every day such 
stationary awning is permitted to remain 
standing contrary to the provisions of this 
section.

Agriculturists to Meet in Convention in 
St. Louis Next Monday. 


On Monday, October 3, a Farmers’ Conven- 
tion will assemble in this city, at which repre- 
sentatives from all sections of the country will 
be present. This gathering is primarily for the 


purpose of securing united action bo those en- 
gaged in agricultural pursuits. Much is in- 
cluded in this, and it is expected that the 
discussiors which ‘arise dariag the session 
will embrace a large variety of subjects. The 
most practical men from both North and South 
will be present and participate in the discus. 
sion of all questions of interest to the farmer 
class. Thisisa new movement entirely, as 
nothing approaching itin magnitude has ever 
been attempted. The question of tariffs will 
undoubtedly receive considerable attention, 
and it will be the purpose of the organization 
to carry into effect such measures as are con- 
cluded to be beneficial to the large class en- 
5 in agriculture in the United States. 

‘hile the first attention of the congress will 
be given to securing concerted and 
effective action among farmers, a matter of 
rer less importance will be the cuiltiva- 
tion of friendly relations between the people 
ofthe South and those of the North. It has 


come to be recognized asa fact that meetings 


ofthis kind are productive of mutual good 
feeling that can be attained by different sen- 
tions of the country in no other way. Maj. T. 
J. Iludson, of Mississippi, has interested him- 
self inthis movement in his own State, and en- 
tertains bigh hopesfortheresult. Maj. Hud- 
son rendered valuable services in the estab- 
lishment of an agricultural bureau 80 
long ago as 1856, and in 1859 he 
was made president of the Planters’ 
Association at Nashville. He will be present at 
the Farmers’ Congress next Monday and lend 
his best efforts to the success of the enterprise.

The second day’s seasien of the Diocessan 
Convention of the Episcopalians met this 
morning at 10 a. m. at the Church of the Holy 
Communion. After the usual religious 
Rt. Rev. Bishop Robertson took the chair. The 
roll was called. 

Bishop Robertson thanked the delegates for 
the action which had been taken looking to 
the increase of his salary. The amount nas 
been raised from $3,600 to $4,200 per annum. 


The Committee on Credentials made 
a  #$$ supplemental report showing 
the following additional delegates: 


L. F. Jones, Grace Church, Kirkwood, alter- 
nate for Geo. H. Gill; H. H. Dennison. Mount 
Calvary Church, St. Louis, substitute for Geo. 
H. Munch; Joseph L. Thomas, and Alexander 
A. Lesuer, Christ Church, Lexington. A com- 
munication from the general convention rela- 
tive to the traveling expenses of delegates to 
that body was read. ; 

Bishop Robertson said that according to the 
recommendation the assessment on clei gymen 
would have to he raised from $3 to $13. This 
would make Missouri’s assessment an- 
nually. The question was whether each dio- 
cese should pay its own expenses or whether 
there should be a general assessment. 

Rev. Benjamin E. Reed wasof the opinion 
that the work of the general convention was 
hardly worth $700 tothe diocese of Missouri. 
Other delegates thought that the convention 
was partofthe church machinery and should 


be supported. 
The Bishop suggested that it would 
benefit to Missouri if 


not be a 

the general cewention were abolished. 
It nas given tothe diocese in the last three 
years $7 .500 for missions, and the -diocese had 
returned to the general convention about 
$1,000, a net gain to the diocese of over $6,000. 
A committee was appointed to consider the 
suggestion of the general convention. An 
other communication from the Seeretary of 
the general convention was read relative to 
the increase of the fund for the benefit 
of the widews and orphans of deceased clergy - 
men, and for the benefit of d, infirm and 
disabled clergymen. It is recommended that 
a portion of the offerings at the communion 
seivice be reserved for this purpose. The 
Bishop stated that the fund at present was 
raised by a royalty of 10 per cent. on the sale 
ot hymnals.
